Following the symposium, ques- 
tions from the audience were asked 
members of the panel. Some of the 
points brought out by the questions 
were as follows 

Pigs attain normal! growth on 0.6% 
of methionine in the total diet, Prof 
Beeson said. Normal growth also is 
obtainable on 03% methionine and 
0.3% cystine, but normal growth can- 
not be obtained when cystine is used 
to replace all the methionine

AT SENATE COMMITTEE HEARING 


Country Shippers Urge That CCC Permit Them to Use 
Services of Terminal Commission Merchants; Claim 
CCC Does Not Safeguard Their Interests

WASHINGTON — Terminal grain 
commission merchants renewed their 
attack on their exclusion from the 
movement of government-owned grain 
this week before the Senate Agri- 
culture Committee as other country 
shippers criticized the policies of the 
Commodity Credit Corp. 

Speaking for the North Dakota 
Grain Dealers Assn. Keith Farlow 
said that CCC had failed to safe- 
guard grain shippers’ interests and 
actually, through failure to make 
prompt payment, has brought great 
financial loss to the shippers on grain 
consigned to CCC. 

This condition did not occur, Mr. 
Farlow said, when shipments were 
made through terminal commission 
merchants. 

He urged the Senate committee to 
require that CCC correct these con- 
ditions and permit country shippers 
to use the services of the terminal 
commission merchants, to be paid for 
by CCC. 

Walter Scott, executive vice presi- 
dent of the Kansas City Board of

Procurement of 
Soybeans for 
Germany Deferred 


WASHINGTON — Procurement of 
approximately $5% million worth of 
soybeans for Germany has been de- 
ferred for at least two weeks until 
German authorities have an opportu- 
nity to review their supply situation 
According to Economic Cooperation 
Administration officials, Germany has 
been receiving offers of oil supplies 
from nondollar areas and its own 
production of oil-bearing materials 
has been improving considerably 

ECA officials requested that the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture halt 
its planned procurement this week 
until further notice, but they feel 
sure that after the German officials 
look over their supply situation 
they will instruct ECA to proceed at 
least with the purchase of the recent 
authorization. 

According to USDA officials they 
withdrew from the interior markets 
this week after the ECA request was 
received. At that time USDA was 
buying a relatively small quantity of 
beans for Japan.

Northwest Formula 


Volume Remains 
Fair to Good 

Formula feed business continues to 
hit a fair volume for most manufac- 
turers in the Northwest, with some 
reporting sales during the past week 
the best for some time. The pick-up 
in demand that occurred when in- 
gredients turned stronger continued 
Meanwhile, new interest is develop- 
ing among dealers in laying in stocks 
for the spring feeding season 

A decided spurt in dairy feed sales 
was reported by some concerns after 
a period of inactivity.

Moderate buying of chick rations 
and turkey starters continues. Al- 
though the season for chick buying 
is slow getting under way this year 
hatcheries are not too concerned 
about the season's prospects. Most 
feed manufacturers share this view 
and consider the outlook for chick 
and poultry feed business promising 

Plants are running at approxi- 
mately full time schedules, 16 hours 
five days a week, and sufficient orders

Poultry and egg feed demand is fair 
to good, and hog feed sales also 
are larger 

Weather conditions in certain areas 
had an effect on demand this week 
Nebraska and Iowa territories have 
a blanket of 5 to 15 in. of snow, one 
of the few breaks this winter in the 
generally open weather in the South 
west and Central West.

Expanding Broiler Industry 
The rapidly expanding broiler in 
stry came in for much attention 
ring the conference. Last year's 
nord output of nearly 320,000,000 
ollers in the seven large commer 
ai areas represented an increase of 
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240% in the past 10 years. About 
two thirds of all broiler production 
is in the seven areas of Delmarva 
Georgia, Arkansas, Shenandoah Val- 
ley, North Carolina, Connecticut and 
Texas 

J. R. Redditt of the Cudahy Pack- 
ing Co. comparing operations in 
these areas now with 10 years ago, 
noted the following changes: fewer 
breeds, more cross breeding. larger 
broods, more broods per year, im- 
proved feeding efficiency and shorter 
growing periods. Gains in processing 
have kept pace with gains in produc- 
tion, he said. 

In addition to the large broiler 
areas, Mr. Redditt pointed out, many 
other sections are growing commer- 
cial broilers. Some of these are ex- 
panding and probably at a rate equal 
to the fastest growth reported. States 
showing marked interest in increased 
broiler production include Maine, 10 
million; Missouri, 10.12 million; Penn 
syivania, 20 25 million: West Virginia, 
15-20 million; Tllinols and Indiana 
10-12 million California, 30-35 
million; Mississippi, 4-5 million; Ne- 
braska, 3-4 million; Colorado, 2 mil- 
lion

Broller Redistribution 


The fact that areas of greater pro- 
duction are also areas of greater con- 
sumption that some redis- 
tribution or area development shoeld 
be considered, Mr. Redditt said. In 
creased consumption would follow 
as a result of the lower distribution 
costs and a fresher product. Instead 
of producers and processors in a few 
areas trying to their output to 
the country (as is now the 
ease) broilers should be grown 
throughout the nation. The over-all 
increase in the whole country would 
be greater than the reduction in a 
few concentrated areas 

Lack of standardized 
methods and equipment needs atten 
tion, said Mr. Redditt. He predicted 
that the future commercial broiler 
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house will be a deep (40 ft.), one 
story, drive-in, insulated building with 
one-way roof and probably without 
a floor. It will be large enough to use 
a central heating system, a forced 
warm or cool air ventilating system 
and automatic feeding and watering 
equipment. Three buildings like this 
large enough for 10,000 to 15,000 
chicks each, could keep one full-time 
operator busy. Mr. Redditt recom- 
mended less multiple brooding and 
more floor space per chick, at least 
one square foot 

A new production trend is now be- 
ing recognized. It's the big super 
sized operation involving the use of 
modern labor saving equipment with 
which one man can now produce 50 
000 broilers at a time and do this 
four times a year, At a profit of 5¢ 
or even 3¢, this type of operator can 
stay in business at a fairly good 
profit while the grower who pro 
duces only 50 000 a year “will find the 
going tough.” 

“The fact 
ress Mr 
s lot more of it 
crops—suggests that we can continue 
to do so and more certainly so if 
we standardize and streamline opera 
tions. In fact, the next 10 years could 
well be a stabilizing period in which 
many of the fumbling and costly prac 
tices of the past 10 could be 
forced into a clear cut pattern. Per 
haps in 10 more we can eg 
poultry production costs down to the 
cost of other meats. Don't think this 
is impossible. Right now one man can 
produce and is producing more ton 
nage of poultry meat per year than 
is true of any producer of other meat 
When one man produces 40,000 to 50 
000 3-lb. broilers four times a year 
for a total of 240 to 300 tons of meat 
he has surpassed the producti n rec 
rd of any pork 
in existence.” 


Room for More 


Even though poultry consumption 
is much higher than it used to be 
there's plenty of room for greater in- 
creases, Howard A. Pierce, A. & P 
Food Stores, backed up this statement 
with actual merchandising experi- 
ences, in a conference talk 

Consumers are eating about 25 Ib 
of poultry per capita per year, he 
said. This is about 6 Ib. more than 
the 1939 ficure. but it's only one third 
of the increase in red meat consump- 
tion. And meat consumption per cap- 
ita is running nearly 3 Ib. a week 
more than five and one half times the 
poultry consumption of one half pound 
a week. An increase of only one quar- 
ter pound week could nean a 
50% increase in the income of each 
meat chicken grower 

Quality is one of the outstanding 
factors affecting retail sales, Mr 
Pierce said. “But we can't forget,” he 
added, “the influence of price in rela- 
tion to the individual incomes of con- 
sumers and the competition of other 
foods.” He gave the following exam- 
Recently, when supplies were so 
that prices in some areas 
losses to producers and 

his own company’s sales 
of dressed fryers in New York City 
at 29¢ Ib. were up 56% over the 
previous week's volume when the re- 
tall price was 33¢ and up 396% over 
the corresponding week in 1949 when 
the retail price was 47¢. The pick-up 
in sales resulted in an advance in 
wholesale quotations and at least tem- 
porarily shortened the period of loss 
to producers 

Similar sales and consumption in 
reflected on ready-to- 
cook poultry. The first three weeks 
of this year, when the ready-to-cook 
price dropped from 49¢ to 39¢, A. & P 
stores in Pittsburgh increased their 
sales 155%. Their increase over the 
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previous year, when the price was 
6le. was 110%, it was shown. 

To raise consumption levels Mr 
Pierce reminded his listeners, we 
must pay increased attention to qual- 
ity and production efficiency, which 
fortunately, are more or leas bound 
together 

Trend to Control 


It was evident throughout the pro- 
gram that the trend of thinking 
among poultry processors is toward 
greater control of their raw ma- 
terials, including controlling chicks 
and feeding. It was brought out that 
costly inefficient procurement is one 
of the biggest problems of the proc- 
essor. Also certain strains or breeds 
of birds may dress out with less loss 
than others and other factors such 
as environment and weather may in- 
fluence dressing shrinks, but the av- 
erage processing plant can't cash in 
on this situation because the plant 
must process and sell what is deliv- 
ered. It was cited many times that 
if processors were to do more financ- 
ing and sponsoring of broiler projects 
these factors might be controlled to 
advantage 


Egg Marketing Changes 
Changes in poultry and egg produc- 
marketing during the last 
and those in sight during 
decade brought into 
focus by a panel of three marketing 
analysts: B. F. Tobin, Swift & Co:

Mr. Tobin, analyzing the picture in 
the Midwest, pointed out that: (1) 
egg production in the Midwest has 
not declined nearly as much as antici- 
back in 1945 and 1946; (2) 
belief that midwestern 
eggs have lost considerable ground 
in eastern markets recently, is not 
supported by actual statistics, because 
of increased consumption; (3) the 
Midwest's heavy egg volume moving 
in commercial channels may have 
been redistributed among different 
types of distributors; (4) it’s obvious 
that miscellaneous sideline farm flock 
poultry is on the way out; (5) com- 
mercialized poultry production, of a 
side-line nature at first and a full- 
time operation later, could well de- 
velop in the Midwest since the over- 
all demand for poultry has greatly 
increased 

Mr. Van Wagenen stressed these 
factors which are characteristic of 
the East: (1) direct marketing, which 
increased during the war, has de- 
clined somewhat since then; (2) the 
commercial broiler industry absorbs 
about 10 million eggs a week and 
sometimes has a bullish or bearish ef- 
fect on the ege@e market; (3) the 
Northeast will continue to be a mar- 
ket for the Midwest and other sec- 
tions and may never approach self- 
sufficiency; (4) northeastern produc- 
ers will continue to aim at top qual- 
ity markets; (5) broiler production 
in the Northeast will not decline as 
so many have predicted; (6) the 
Southeast is the land of opportunity 
and industry is moving that way 
whether or not the Southeast achieves 
the full extent of its opportunities is 
still a question but the trends toward 
expansion point that way 


West Coast Changes 

Gerson Levin emphasized the fol 
lowing changes and trends in west- 
ern states: (1) population has in 
creased, while poultry and egg pro- 
duction has changed little—so more 
of the chickens and eggs consumed 
are being imported and a smaller pro- 
portion of the West Coast turkey crop 
is moving East. Since 1945 about 
of the eggs consumed by west 
ern states are imported and recently 
almost 50% of the dressed poultry 
has been imported only about 
one third of the western turkeys are 
moving East, in contrast to about 
60% im the 1930's; (2) there 
should continue to be a place for a 
large volume of midwestern eggs for

The proposed rate held out to the 
warehouse men was reported at 1/30¢ 
bu. per day 

The per diem rate would supplant 
the present accelerated rate where- 
under the government pays a flat 
storage rate for 210 days and obtains 
a balance in free time 

Trade officials were not given the 
actual rate proposal, but since USDA 
now plans to put its administration 
of the agreement on the basis of eight 





regiona) offices, it was concluded that 
the 1/30¢ rate as a base might rep- 
resent a substantial reduction in cer- 
tain areas, as for example, ip the 
Pacific Northwest where the per diem 
rate would be substantially lower 

Under the accelerated rate now 
used in the uniform storage agree

The difference in rates for each 
area was brought about through the 
regional requirements in regard to 
conditioning activities by the ware 
housemen.

Trading Possibility Likely 

Although the warehousemen have 
been told informally that a rate of 
1/30¢ is the rate which may be of- 
fered there is believed to be an area 
of trading.

An odd thing about this tremen- 
dous amount of research work car- 
ried on by agricultural college ex- 
periment stations, commercial labor- 
atories and the feed industry itself 
is that much of this amazing benefit 
comes from inexpensive ingredients 
and frorn by-products of other indus- 
tries which heretofore had gone to 
waste—by-products from flour mills, 





The accompanying article is the 
essential text of the story of the for- 
mula feed industry presented by the 
feed manufacturers of Kansas City 
to members of the Chamber of Com- 
merce of that city at a recent lunch- 
eon meeting of this business group 
(See pages 6 and 24b of the Jan. 21 
issue of Feedstuffs for pictures and 
a story of the program and meeting.)

That 
much more wealth for the Kansas 
wheat farmer. An astounding figure! 
And, the $5 cwt. we pay for packing 
house by-products adds millions to

The curtain opens to reveal an 
old-time and a modern day dairy- 
man each wresting the milk cans 
representing the relative quali- 
ties of milk produced by poor 
and by efficient feeding. 

We in the city take our daily de- 
liveries of milk for granted. I won- 
der that we think so seldom of the 
tremendous production of milk re- 
quired to satisfy the demands of our 
growing population 

But the demand has been met—and 
not entirely by increased numbers of 
dairy cows, but by increased milk 
production per cow, through better 
breeding and better feeding 

The dairy cow with her four stom- 
achs presents quite a unique problem 
for the nutritionists. Not so many 
years ago, she was pretty much the 
orphan of the farm because her ca- 
pacity for food was so large that the 
average farmer felt he could not af- 
ford to fill the vast, cavernous in- 
terior. So what did he do? He poked 
a lot of common roughage down her 
gullet and let her go. To him, she 
was just a hay burner. His average 
cow produced four cans of milk as 
compared to today’s average produc- 
tion of five cans, with today’s better 
bred and fed herds producing about 
eight cans. That is double the pro- 
duction obtained some years ago 
Why is this possible? Here is the an- 
swer: The cow cannot change the 
formula of her milk. She is nothing 
but a milk-making machine. She can 
only produce milk from her feed. A 
vast amount of research work has 
taught us a lot about what that feed 
must contain if the machine is to 
produce at its maximum capacity 

Not only has formula feed in- 
creased milk production, but it has 
brought about a tremendous saving 
of milk by making it possible to 
wean the calf from the mother cow 
early and raise the calf itself on 
formula feed, leaving the milk for- 
merly earmarked for the calf to be 
sold

NEPPCO Directors 
Oppose Subsidies for 
Poultry Industry 


PHILADELPHIA — A restatement 
of their belief in a free economy and 
the unsoundness of subsidies was 
voiced by the board of directors of 
the Northeastern Poultry Producers 
Council at a meeting of the group 
here Feb. 2. In a resolution passed at 
the meeting the directors went on 
record as opposing any price support 
or subsidy program applied to the 
poultry or feed industries 

In a discussion of the possible ef- 
fects of a feed subsidy if the govern- 
ment decided to take such action, the 
dire¢tor’ pointed out that any feed 
subsidy would have to apply to all 
branches of livestock, dairy and poul- 
try production throughout the nation 
and thus throw the production pro- 
gram completely out of balance 

In this connection it was indicated 
that no program of feed subsidies 
could operate without government 
telling producers how little they could 
produce. This production control 
would necessitate large scale employ- 
ment in practically every county in 
the nation and throw the budget fur- 
ther out of balance, they stated 

In connection with the poultry in- 
dustry, they stated that “any price 
support or subsidy program applied 
to the poultry industry should be 
flexible enough to permit prompt ad- 
justment to meet competitive and 
changing economic situations, and 
low enough to act only as an insur- 
ance against economic disaster within 
the industry

Do you have a delivery service, Mr 
Feed Dealer’? If so, do you know how 
much this is costing you’ If you 
don't, you may be losing more money 
on it than you realize 

Who drives that delivery truck’ 
Are his calls routed so as to avoid 
duplication? Do you have a delivery 
schedule which is widely advertised

Have you ever noticed, Mr. Feed 
Dealer, that when a member of your 
staff gets ill for a few days or a 
week that the business seems to run 
all right? The rest of you work a lit- 
tle harder, cut out the idle gossip 
and buckle down. Well, in many in- 
stances this proves that you can get | 
more work output per employee if | 
the right incentive is there 

For example, your staff may be 
only 50% efficient insofar as work 
output is concerned. By training your 
employees, by giving them a weekly 
list of extra things you want them 
to do, you should be able to raise that 
work output efficiency by 10 to 30% 

Most employees are going to do 
only what they must do. They are 
not going to think up extra things 
for themselves to do. That is why an 
employer needs to provide each em- 
ployee with many extra, specific

1-.Watch tax expense throughout 
the year to see that your transactions 
and book recordings conform to those 
regulations that give you the most 
tax benefit. In some cases, the way 
you handle a transaction and record 
it makes a difference in the tax you 
pay. Moreover, tax is not a high vari- 
able expense, hence, throughout the 
year, it should be watched as care- 
fully as you watch every outlay 
e 
2.-Preview the figures on your tax 
return before the end of the taxable 
year or before the books are closed 
for the year. Too many dealers wait 
until a few days before filing time 
“i then start figuring up their tax 
li. When they arrive at taxable in- 
» the first time, they check back

Zven a small dealer 
handies hundreds of 
yearly and cannot remember all the 
details. The Department of Internal 
Revenue does not specify the kind of 


general regulation, the tax auditors 
when checking the accounts, lacking 
essential information, may figure the 
tax high and assess a penalty for un- 


| derpayment. This has happened more 


than once in this field. Keep tax ex- 
pense at minimum by keeping good 
books and by entering the complete 
details of all transactions that re- 
quire explaining. Usually such explan- 
ations are essential on transactions

For example, suppose the books 
show $1,000 unrecovered cost or value 
(the difference between origina! cost 
and the depreciation taken to date) 
Say the seller of new equipment of- 
fers you $500 trade-in allowance on 
the purchase of new equipment worth 
$3,000, and you accept. If you sell 
the old equipment for $500 and record 
the sale in the books as such, the 
$500 loss is deductible. If you trade 
in without a sale, the new equipment 
is recorded at $2,500, the $1,000 un- 
recovered cost added, making $3,500 
to be depreciated over the years

5-—-Do not capitalize maintenance 
and repairs. For example, a taxpayer 
may charge a repair bill to a proper 
ty account because he considers it 
increases the value of his assets, thus 
making his balance sheet, or net 
worth, look sweeter for credit men 
and bankers. Such entries “kite” the 
tax. Repairs that keep a property

Taxpayers often pay too much tax 
because they guess at their inventory 
of processing materials and finished 
stocks.

Record the count in detail, 
value it and file away the inventory 
sheets. If the inventory is inflated in 
value, profits will be higher on paper 
and taxes will be higher in real 


money. There are numerous ways to 
| figure your inventory. We recom- 
| mend the “cost or market, whichever 
| is lower” method. It is easy to figure 
| and gives a dependable result. The 
| taxpayer is less likely to overpay on 
tax when he uses this method and he

During a period of rising prices, cost 
is the inventory valuation, in a pe- 
riod of decreasing prices, market or

9—Make each year’s return com- 
plete in itself. Any expenses and lia- 
bilities overlooked in one year can- 
not be deducted from the next year's 
return. In general, the income tax 
law is concerned with losses or gains 
for the taxable year and the taxpay- 
er should make the proper record- 
ings in the year the transactions oc- 
cur. All deductions must be evidenced 
by closed and completed transactions, 
fixed by identifiable events, bona fide 
and actually sustained during the tax-

When it cores to minerals, it has 
been established that swine must 
have adequate supplementary 
amounts of calcium, phosphorus, salt 
and other minerals, including some 
of the trace or minor elements, like 


A, D and E and the water soluble 
vitamins (B-complex), thiamin, ribo- 
flavin, pantothenic acid, pyridoxine, 
niacin, biotin, folic acid, para amino 
benzoic acid, inositol, the anima! pro- 
tein factor, choline, and possibly other 
unidentified factors, in order to grow 
and reproduce. This practically cov- 
ers the entire category of vitamins 
From a practical standpoint, specia! 
attention needs to be given to vita- 
mins A and D, especially when swine 
are confined; riboflavin, pantothenic 
acid, niacin, the animal protein fac 
tor and possibly choline. The other 
vitamins are, as far as we know, sup 
plied in adequate amounts under usu- 
al feeding conditions. When pasture 
enters into the feeding program the 
foregoing vitamins are supplied. 
Research at various agricultural 
experiment stations indicates that the 
nutrition of swine can be divided 
into critical and noncritical periods

Reference to critical and noncritical 
does not mean that some of the nu 
trients can be overlooked and forgot- 
ten, but rather that the needs for 
certain nutrients, particularly vita- 
mins, are more exacting during cer- 
tain periods or stages in the life of 
the pig than in others. 

The critical periods are: (1) Gesta 
tion and lactation, especially in case 
of dry lot or when the dams do not 
have access to good forage or pas 
ture; (2) young pigs up to about 75

that swine need fat soluble vitamins

sults during lactation. The addition 
of 6-12% dried distillers solubles or 
the combination of solubles and al- 
falfa meal caused a five-fold increase 
in the number of pigs weaned. These 
experiments also showed that rye 
pasture and condensed fish solubles 
contributed factors which made for 
successful gestation and lactation 

Experiments with young pigs up 
to 75 ib. have shown that rations 
which are adequate after this period 
may prove to be more or less fail- 
ures for this critical period. Here 
again, alfalfa meal, distillers solu- 
bles condensed fish solubles and 
certain B complex vitamin additions 
proved beneficial. 


Gestation and Lactation 

Experiments have also shown clear- 
ly that the feed of the dam during 
gestation and lactation or the type 
of feed the pigs have access to prior 
to weaning are factors in the perform- 
ance of pigs after weaning. Adequate 
nutrition during gestation and lacta- 
tion will produce pigs with a “nutri- 
tional bank account.” Likewise, pigs 
which are adequate and properly fed 
up to 75 Ib. in weight will have “nu- 
tritional reserves” which can be 
drawn upon later if necessary 

The support for the previous state- 
ment that the period from about 75 
Ib. to market weight in dry lot is 
not a critical period is found in the 
fact that vitamins which gave poor 
results in dry lot when fed to pigs up 
to 75 Ib. were quite satisfactory for 
pigs weighing more than 75 Ib. This 
fact, however, should not encourage 
the use of inferior ingredients or 
carelessness in the formulation of ra- 
tions to be fed during this period 

Consideration of the water-soluble 
and fat soluble vitamins in the con- 
centrates or supplements fed on pas- 
ture is not necessary. There are many 
experiments which support the state- 
ment that when pigs are on green 
pasture they are receiving such nu- 
trients from the pasture that the 
supplement to be fed with grain need 
not be considered in the critical 
group. The chief needs of swine fed 
grain on pasture are for supplementa! 
minerals and protein. There is also 
evidence that the need for animal 
proteins are less when pigs are on 
pasture than in dry lot 

Now let us look at some of the in- 
formation in which my statements 
were made: (1) Percent protein in 
swine feeds; (2) supplements to plant 
rations on gestation and lactation 
(3) pure vitamins vs. natural sources 
in reproduction; (4) Riboflavin in 
swine nutrition; (5) response to pigs 
to additions of B vitamins; (6) Nia- 
cin in pig nutrition; (7) critical and 
noncritical periods 


Practical Considerations 
What does this all mean in prac- 
tical feed lot language’? It means first 
of all that swine have specific needs 
for vitamins, the same as they have 
specific needs for energy, protein and 
minerals. The vitamin needs, like the 
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other nutrient needs, must be met 
through proper feeding if we are to 
get top performance and efficiency 
in production. The critical pe-

early life of the pig. Start thinking 
about vitamins, especially B-vita- 
mins for the young pig, at the time 
the sow is bred. Continue to feed the 
young pigs well by feeding the sow 
well through the nursing period. Keep 
the vitamin supply high until the pig 
reaches 75 Ib. in weight. 

Make maximum use of pasture, 
good alfalfa meal and/or other good 
supplements, like dried distillers sol- 
ubles, milk products, condensed fish 
solubles, fermentation solubles or 
products which are good sources of 
the B-complex vitamins 

Remember that 80% of the cost of 
producing pork is feed. Good feed, 
good care and proper disease con- 
trol means efficient pork produc- 
tion. Efficient pork production means

This reduc- 
tion in supply will be most noticeable 
during the late winter and early 
spring when demand for millfeeds is 
usually at a high level 


February to April. Strength has 
curred during this period in 15 of 
last 17 years, exclusive of war 
years. In view of the reduced sup 
ply and the prospective good demand 
in sight for this year, prices should 
show significant strength during the 
next 60 to 90 days. Following April 
millfeed prices usually decline to 
July-September unless an early sum

could do. In other words, 200 Ib. for- 
mula calf feed replaces 200 gal. milk. 
When considering that 200 gal. milk 
is replaced by 200 Ib. formula calf 
feed, remember that milk is 87%% 
water, only 12%% solids

This is far from being a fact 
because ours is a job of education, and 
educating is slow, tedious, hard work 
Since most farmers do not keep rec- 
ords, we have difficulty in proving 
the results of feeding our products 
Another stumbling block is that pur- 
chasing our feeds requires an out- 
lay of cash, and it is hard to get over 
our story when the feeder has a crib 
full of corn as he has today 

However, almost every feeder has 
profited in some degree from the 
work of the feed manufacturers. He 
has secured assistance and sugges- 
tions from our salesmen who are 
trained to advise on such a variety 
of matters as breeding, sanitation, 
management and better feeding prac- 
tices. We depend in a large measure 
on our agricultural colleges for the 
information on these subjects best 
suited for our locality. They are ex- 
tremely helpful and cooperative. 

In recent years, to help coordinate 
the individual manufacturer's effort 
along this line, the Midwest Feed 
Manufacturers’ Assn. was formed, 
with headquarters in Kansas City 
Our capable secretary, Jack Dean, 
has guided this organization to be- 
come a leader of its kind, having just 
recently won the John M. Vander- 
vries award for outstanding achieve- 
ment in the field of organization

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The same proportion of business is 
transacted in the Springfield dairy 
shed, where some 333,000 head of 
dairy cattle produce an annual in- 
come of over $70 million from milk 
and butter. 

Hogs come to Kansas City to the 
tune of about 2% million head an- 
nually. They are raised throughout 
the area shown on this map in big

of Barley 


WASHINGTON—Stocks of barley 
Jan. 1, 1950, were 36 million bushels 
smaller than a year earlier but some- 
what above the three previous Jan. 1 
stocks, the Production and Market- 
ing Administration points out in its 
barley market summary. 

Disappearance of barley during the 
first half of the year as a result of in- 
creased feeding and heavy ‘ exports 
was the largest since 1945-46, al- 
though well below the war years 
when supplies were large. Barley 
prices thus far this season have av- 
eraged $1.13 bu. at leading markets, 
or about 10¢ under the same months 
last season, reflecting the record sup- 
plies of feed grains. By the end of 
December farmers had placed only 
about 28 million bushels under the 
support program compared with al- 
most 46 million in the same period 
of 1948. 

Farm Stocks Smaller 

With larger disappearance and 
somewhat smaller domestic supplies, 
stocks of bariey Jan. 1 were well un- 
der a year ago and totaled 195 mil- 
lion bushels compared with 231 mil- 
lion last year. Farm stocks amounted 
to nearly 108 million bushels Jan. 1, 
or about 49 million less than a year 
earlier, and the smallest since 1938. 
Terminal stocks at 32.6 million bush- 
els the first of the year were almost 
double those of a year earlier. Inte- 
rior mill and elevator stocks totaled 
52 million bushels, or about six mil- 
lion under Jan. 1, 1949, but eight 
million more than on Jan. 1, 1948 

Disappearance of barley the first 
half of the 1949-50 season totaled 
152.6 million bushels. This was about 
10 million bushels more than in the 
same months last season due to in 
creased use of barley for feed and 
large exports. An average of about 
214 million bushels disappeared in 
the first half of the season during 
the war years. The use of barley for 
feed, July-December, totaled 87 mil- 
lion bushels, compared with 78 mil- 
lion last season and 163 million the 
average for the war years. Almost 
11 million bushels of barley were ex 
ported in the first quarter, but ex- 
ports in the second quarter dropped 
to a little under five million bushels 
This compares with exports of 12 
million in the first half of last sea 
son and 15 million in the first half 
of 1947-48 

Although the use of barley for fer- 
mented malt liquor was larger than 
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tion in 1942. An 18% reduction in | 
acres harvested combined with a 9% 
decline in the average yield compared | 
with 1948 accounted for the sharp | 
drop in the 1949 crop. The acreage | 
harvested in 1949 totaled 9,879,000 
acres compared with 11,387,000 in 
1948 and 12,720,000 acres the average 
The 1949 barley yield per acre was | 
24.1 bu. against 26.4 for the 1948 | 
crop and 24.0 bu. the 1938-47 average 
Farm prices of barley dropped from 
$1.42 bu. in July, 1948 
93¢ in June, 1949, reflecting increased 
supplies of feed grains and slacken 
ing demand. Since June bariey prices 
have advanced to an average of $1.10 | 
bu. in January, 1950. The January | 
average is only 5¢ bu. under a year 
ago but is 96¢ under the January 


1948, average. Farm prices averaged | 
about 8¢ bu. under the loan rate of | 
$1.09 bu. July through October, but | 
have been at or above the loan rate | 


since that time. At Minneapolis No 
2 malting barley averaged $1.60 bu 
in January compared with $1.32 in 
July, $1.54 in January, 1949, and 
$2.75 bu. in January, 1948 

Barley supplies in Canada for the 
1948-50 season were 37 million bush 
els smaller than for 1948-49 and to 
taled 149 million bushels. The 1949 
crop of 120 million bushels was 22% 
less than the 1948 production and was 
the smallest since 1941. Despite 
smaller supplies Canada exported 
over 8 million bushels of barley to 
this season 
compared with about 6 million bush 
els in the same months last season

alive, thereby building up bureauc- 
racies within an industry and (4) 
hiring a full time association officia!

Benefits derived from associations

(4) They aim to 
protect the free enterprise system 
The world’s need for better under- 
Standing is exemplified by the har 
mony established between the feed 
industry and state feed control offi- 
cials, Bruce Poundstone, Lexington 
Ky., president of the American Feed 
Control Officials Assn., Inc., said in 
opening his address to the conven 
tion. 

“The feed business has something 
which few other industries can claim 
—a third, disinterested party repre 
senting you, the feed manufacture: 
to your customers in an unbiased 
manner,” he pointed out. “Constant 
analysis by state feed inspectors has 
tended to improve your product, has 
singled out those who are misrepre- 
senting the industry and has made 
the customer more confident in what 
he is buying.” 

In closing, Mr. Poundstone ac- 
knowledged the fact that the indus 
try desires consistent, good contro! 
work, and he solicited suggestions 
and advice in maintaining adequate 
feed control practices 


Rumen Feeding 

Following Dr. Loosli’s talk there 
was a symposium on rumen feeding 
in which Dr. J. S. Hughes, depart- 
ment of chemistry, Kansas State Col- 
lege; Dr. A. G. Hogan of Missouri 
Agricultural College; Dr. A. L. Neu 
mann of the University of Arkansas 
and Dr. L. E. Hanson of the Univer- 
sity of Nebraska participated 

Dr. Hughes briefly described exper 
iments at Kansas State which are 
now under way and which aim to de 
termine the optimum extent to which 
pellets may replace long hay. There 
is a drop in butterfat content evident 
when long hay is reduced beyond a 
certain point, he said. The experiment 
has not yet been completed 

Dr. Hogan described some of the 
work that has been done on corn cob 
feeding and pointed out that the ad- 
dition of soluble carbohydrates tends 
to reduce the digestion of cellulose 
and crude fiber 

Dr. Neumann discussed lethal tox- 
emia in sheep, a disease which occurs 
only in ruminants and which is as 
sociated with overfeeding. The condi 
tion indicates that both good and bad 
bacteria may be present in the ru- 
men. Rigid control of the ration to 
prevent overeating is one method of 
fighting the disease, as is the use of 
antitoxins. Feeding sulphur has been 
proved to be very helpful in some 
Colorado experiments. The sulphur 
tends to reduce appetite and feed 
consumption 

Dr. Hanson pointed out that if all 
ruminants were fed adequate amounts 
of supplemental protein, there would 
not be enough to go around. Hence 
study of ruminant feeding is of im 
portance to every feeder. Better 
knowledge may release much feed 
material for other uses. In a discus 
sion of bloat, Dr. Hanson said that 
most experimental evidence now sup 
ports the theory that a cow must 
have coarse feed to initiate this belch- 
ing reflex which prevents building up 
of gas in the rumen

grain warehouse interests in the 
Southwest, and, as usual, made a 
thorough presentation of the facts 
as the CCC operations affected his 
market area 

In earlier sessions, farmer pro- 
tection under the federal grain 
loan program has been called a “snare 
and delusion.” The charge came this 
week when country shippers told 
the Senate Agriculture Committee 
that, in some instances, they had 
been waiting for many months for 
payment on farmers’ grain placed 
under loan and finally shipped to ter- 
minal’ positions under orders from 
Commodity Credit Corp. regional! of- 
fices 

This evidence was placed in the 
record as the Senate group resumed 
hearings on the amendment to the 
CCC charter which would increase 
the agency's borrowing power frum 
$4.75 to $6.75 billion 

Not only did these country ship- 
pers declare that they had not been 
paid for farmers’ grain, but they as- 
serted that the CCC had [failed to 
tell them grades and weights of gruin 
shipped and had actually deni«d them 
access to services which would have 
protected the country shipper from 
the alleged inefficiency of the CCC 
terminal offices 


Charge Disregard of Intent 
The country shippers reported that 
CCC officials were by-passing the in- 
tent of Congress in regard to the 
use of customary channels of trade 
when they failed to assign terminal 
commission merchants to handle 
shipments of grain by the govern- 
ment from country points. Congress 
they asserted, had prescribed that 
in the movement of CCC-owned grain 

these norma! channels be used 





Series of Witnesses 

The series of complaints against 
the CCC movement of its own grain 
was started by Oscar Olsen, presi- 
dent of the Minnesota Farmers Ele- 
vator Assn. He said, “We believe that 
CCC is trying to set up its own 
marketing organization in so do- 
ing is not giving the country eleva- 
tors the services they are given 
through the norma of the 
grain trade.” Mr that

OCC te Be Called 

At this point, Sen. Bourke B. Hick- 
enlooper (R., Iowa) expressed dis- 
satisfaction with the condition and 
demanded that CCC officials be 
called before the committee to make 
an explanation. Chairman Thomas 
agreed that CCC would have to an 
swer 

CCC chiseling on farmers’ premi- 
ums on wheat shipments was charged 
by Albert Hoeven, Selby, S.D. He 
told the committee that CCC, through 
its present methods, is denying ship- 
pers wheat premiums to which they 
are entitled. He said, “We want CCC 
out of the grain business, and we 
want representation in the terminal 
market.”

California Feed 
Business Remains 

ry , 
Very Slow 

The feed trade in southern Calli- 
fornia is unanimous in declaring that 
business is very slow. Weak markets 
plentiful supplies, plus the fact the 
California taxes are assessed as of 
March 1 or 6 (taxpayers option) has 
influenced feed company buyers to 
keep inventories at a minimum and 
buy on practically a day to day basis 
Poultrymen are looking at things 
from the same viewpoint, with the 
additional grievance of an unfavor- 
able feed-egg ratio 

Of course, the number of poultry 





being fed is at the lowest point at 
this season of the year, consisting 
almost entirely of laying hens. Baby 
chicks are just beginning to arrive, 
and it is still very early for turkeys, 
the large feed consumers 

Even fish meal sagged a little fur- 
ther. However, producers who are 
in a position to hold their stocks are 
not pressing for sales at today’s 
price of $2.45@2.50 a unit of protein 
for sardine meal. Meat scrap is like 
wise weak and is quoted at $1.55¢ 
1.90 a unit against last weeks price 
of $1.90 and demand is slow for cur- 
rent offerings. 

Offshore quotations of copra, which 
is reported as very close to port, are 
as low as $56@56.50 and spot offer- 
ings, which are quite small, dec!ined 
50¢ and sold at $58.50@59.50. Cotton 
seed oil meal is also on the weak side 
Forty percent is offered at $59, which 
represents a decline of $1@3 

Soybean oil meal and milifeeds 
showed independent strength. Prompt 
shipment soybean oil mea! is impos- 
sible to secure below $52@53, bulk 
Decatur. 

Standard millrun is 
$51.50 and bran at $52. This reflects 
an advance of $1.50@2 during the 
past few days, and offerings are con 
siderably lighter. 

Linseed oil meal which has been 
quoted recently by producers at $60, 
sold at $57.50@58. Resale offerings 
have weakened this market notice 
ably. 

Selling pressure is now evident on 
orange pulp and sales are reported as 
low as $35 f.0.b. plant, sacked, which 
means about $37.50 delivered to Los 
Angeles, against the former price of 
$40, plant. 

The type of weather Californians 
insist is “usual”—bright sunny days 
following the warm beneficial rains, 
is certainly having its effect on the 
baled alfalfa market. Supplies are 
very heavy and No. 1 is selling at 
$26@ 26.50, which represents a de- 
cline of $5 since the high point of 
the season and is not far above the 
low point during the growing season 
last summer 

Dehydrated 17% offerings are 
small but fully adequate to meet the 
narrow outlet, and few sales above
